The candidate is short on detail for Merit here — with the inference that the 
extras may have been locals and this would have benefitted them because 
they would have been paid, the candidate would have been a clear merit. It is 
understood, however, that this was not an actual Day of the Dead celebration, 
but that it was created to mimic one. This idea was not picked up by many 
Achievement/Not achieved candidates.
